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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art searched and cited failed to teach or fairly suggest a field portable mass 
spectrometer system having a sample collector; a sample transporter, and a control 
unit that processes a time series output by the mass spectrometer for a received 
sample and identifies one or more agents contained in the sample in combination 
with the remaining elements of claim 1 . Claims 2-33 are allowable because of their 
dependencies upon claim 1 .
